WASHINGTON, June 3.—Senator 
Penrose today told the special Senate 
Committee hunting for “the lobby” 
that in his 16 years’ experience in 
Washington he never had known of 
any attempts improperly to influence 
members of Congress. He gave the 
mames of 175 persons who had called 
on him since Jan. 1 on the tariff, but 
declared that none “were lobbyists” 
in the general acceptation of the 
term. 

“It is well. known that certain in- 
terests have agents here,” the Sena- 
tor said, “nnd I suppose they are paid 
salaries. They evidently get informa- 
tion for their organizations. Their 
work is perfectly legitimate. I have 
seen Mr. Burgess for the pottery in- 
terests here for years and Mr. Brown 
for the cotton people. Their work is 
perfectly legitimate as far as I know. 
My own opinion is that the lobbyist 
is principally a thing of the past. 
Congressional committees pay little 
attention to them now.” 

Penrose said he was a stockholder 
in the United States Sugar and Land 
Co., at Garden City, Kan. “This com- 
pany has never been a success,” he 
said, “even under a protective tariff, 

g@nd either is or will soon be in the 
hands of a receiver.” 

Senator Penrose thought that prob- 
ably Winthrop L. Marvin of Boston 


- pepresented “the wool people” in Wash- 


ington, and Senator Reed was insistent 
to learn if Marvin éver had anything 
to do with fixing the tariff on wool or 
Brown with the cotton tariff.

TOLD HOW CLOTHES 
WEAKEN MORALS 


Woman Demonstrator Says Too 
Much Attention ‘to Dress 
Makes Shallow Lives. 


ADVISES LESS) APPAREL 


People Would Then Improve in 
All Respects, Mrs. Lillian 
Stuart Tells Senators. . 


The State Senatorial Committee inves-. 
tigating women’s wages in St. Louis 
digressed from the beaten path long 
enough Tuesday to invite Mrs. Lillian 
Stuart of 3643 Washington boulevard to 
give the Senators some pointers on dress 
education. For the next hour the com- 
mittee was entertained by a lecture on 
tight lacing and its effect on women; 
high-heeled shoes, deformed great toes 
and beauty. Mrs: Stuart is a demon- 
Strator, who makes a living by lecturing 


and giving instructions in correct and 
hygienic dressing. But she gave the 
grave Senators a free lecturé. 

One startling: declaration which the 
Senators received with great satisfac- 
tion was that men had more beautiful 


and more perfect figures than women. 
This statement was brought out by a 
question put by Senator Greene of Kan- 
sas City, who asked Mrs. Stuart why it | 
was that male birds and animals were 
more beautiful and graceful than the 
female, and why the reverse was true 
in the human family. 

Mrs. Stuart answered that men not 
only had more beautiful figures, but 
they were more graceful than women, 
and that women in _ civilization had 
merely appropriated the feathers be- 
cause men had commercialized women’s 
clothes to make money. 

Wear Fewer Clothes, She Says. 

She declared also that men were get- 
ting away from the idea of admiring 
girls for their clothes and were taking 
more interest in the girl herself. 

Clothes; she ‘said, were responsible for 
the shallow life of the present day, with 
its scandals and divorces. The time 
would come, she said, when people would 
wear fewer clothes, and they would be 
improved both morally and physically. 
The people who wore the most clothes, 
she declared, had become the mdst im- 
moral of the human race. 

Mrs. Stuart told the committee that 
the wearing of corsets was very detri- 
mental to health and ought to be aoe 
hibited. 


“But,” added Senator Whitledge, 
“would not some fat women, especially, 
be frightful looking without corsets?” 

“There is no sense in any woman be- 
ing fat,’’ retorted Mrs. Stuart. . “If they 
lived close to nature like the birds they 
would not be fat. God knew how to. 
make a perfect woman, but civilization, 
with its corsets and high-heeled shoes, 
has tried to improve upon his handiwork 
by deforming her feet and body. Why 
there is not a woman in this country 
who would have a foot like the Greeks, 
who had the finest feet inithe world.”’ 

By means of diagrams Mrs. Stuart il- 
lustrated how the feet of the human 
family were deformed by shoes, and 
how unnatural most people walked. She 
said she was interested in girls and 
their wagés and merely dropped into the 
hearing to Nsten to the testimony. 


Whitledge Would Aid Her. 
After she had finished her lecture of 
dress education Senator Whitledge said 
that he would be in favor of a bill 
making an appropriation to aid her in 
carrying on her work. She said she 
had tried to get Supt. Blewett of the 
Board of Education interested in the 
subject, but that he listened to her 
with indifference and did nothing.

$2460 damages against Mrs. Cecelia 
Nichols, wife of Elias Nichols, her for- 
mer landlord. 

Mrs. Finer was, injured. June 18, 190? 
when she fell through the floor of a 
vault at her home, 1247 Morgan street 
which -she rented from the Nicholses. 
She filed suit for $6000 Sept. 18, 1902, 
and has been busy with the lawsuit 
ever since. 

Case Tried Four Times. 

The suit has been tried four times in 
the Circuit Court, and has been before 
the St. Louis Circuit Coyrt of Appeals 
three times. While the case was being 
sent from one court to another, ard 
juries varied as to the amount of tse 
‘udgment they thought Mrs. Finer ought 
to have, several of the witnesses, law- 
yers and interested parties have died. 

In the 11 years the following fatalities 
have occurred to lawyers and witnesses: 

Judge’ Horatio .B.. Wood, .in . whose 
court the case first was tried, died. 

Dr. Robert Williams, who attended 
Mrs. Finer when she was injured, and 
who testified, at the first trial, died. 

His wife, who after his death mar- 
ried again, and who was a witness in 
the suit, died. 

Mrs. Amanda Griffin and Fred Kem- 
per, witnesses, are dead. 

Christopher Reed, one of Mrs. Finer's 
lawyers, and Charles Powers, one uf 
the lawyers for the Nicholses,: left St. 
Louis and are said to be dead. 

First Verdict for 8250. 

In the first trial, before Judge Wood, 
a verdict of $250 in favor of Mrs. Finer 
was returned. A new trial was granted, 
and a verdict for $2500 was returned 
by a jury in Judge Ryan's court. Judge 
Ryan granted a new trial and Mrs. 
Finer appealed from his order. The 
St. Louls Court of Appeals sustained 
Judge Ryan and sent the case back for 
trial. 

The next trial was before Judge Hugo 
Muench, April 20, 190, and resulted in a 
verdict for $6000 for Mrs. Finer. Om an 
appeal to the St. Louis Court of Apreals 
the judgment was reversed and again 
sent back for trial Dec. 31, 1911, the 
case was tried before Judge Grimm, and 
a verdict of $2400 rezulted. This derision 
now is affirmed by the Court of Ap- 
reais.

A year ago Martin saved his wife's 
life when her clothing had been ignited 
in a gas stove explosion.

Wife Telephones to Police. 
After killing her husband, Mrs. Martin 
fainted, remained in a swoon an hour or 
more, then regained consciousness and 
went to the second floor, where the body 
lay, and telephoned to her brother, El- 
mer Beare, and to the police. She then 
fainted again and was found uncon- 
sclous when policemén arrived at the 
house.

I followed him all over 
town in my car and several times I 
saw that other woman with him in 
his machine and wearing my coat and 
hat. I made up my mind to get a 
divorce and was going to see a law- 
yer today. 
‘Charlie stayed out late last night. 
When he came in I confronted him 
and accused him of associating with 
that other woman. He choked me 
and threw me down the stairs. 

“It was all over between us then. 
I told him I would go to see a divorce 
lawyer the first thing In the morning. 
He asked me on what grounds I would 
ask for a divorce. I replied by writing 
on a piece of paper: Cruelty, dishonesty 
land associating with another woman.” 
“When he arose this morning I 
again told him I was going to get a 
divorce. 

“He rushed into his room and took 
his revolver out of the dresser 
drawer. Fearing trouble, I had taken 
out the cartridges. When he saw the 
revolver was empty. he ran down- 
stairs to the kitchen and got the carving 
knife. 

“TIT stood at the top of the stairs. He 
ran into the front hall and said: ‘Some- 
thing is coming off here, and I don’t 
want anybody to interfere with it.’ Then 
he cut the electric bell wire. He ran 
upstairs and tried to cut the telephone 
wires also.

Congressman’s Proviso That

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The nomira- 
tion of George H. Gee to be Postmaster 
at Salem, O., on the openly announced 
condition that he must hereafter publish 
‘‘a genuinely Democratic newspaper, Ge- 
voted to driving the gangsters of all par- 
ties out of business,”’ was discussed at 
length in the Senate, but a resolution 
calling on the Postmaster-General for a 
statement was finally tabled by a vote 

of 38 to 2. 

It was brought out in the debate that 
Representative Whitacre of the Eitht- 
eenth Ohio District had many applii- 
cants for the postmastership at Salem.

40 CANNIBALS HANGED 
ON AFRICAN WEST COAST 


British Government Takes Dras- 
tic Steps to Put Down the

LONDON, June 2.—Convicted of the 
practice of cannibalism and human 
sacrifices, 40 members of the “Leop- 
ard Society,” a secret organization, 
have been hanged in Sierra Leone, a 
British colony on the west coast of 
Africa. 

Sir William Bradford Griffith, Chief 
Justice of the Gold Coast, who pre- 
sided at the trials, arrived at Plym- 
out today. He declined to discuss the 
case, but fellow travelers said that 
100 members of the society had been 
arrested and that 40 of them hdd been 
hanged, while many were sentenced 
to deportation. 

The “Leopard Society” has existed 
among the Mendi tribe and has lonz 
caused trouble to the Government. All 
natives failing to conform to its rites 
or submit to its demands are subject 
to death or slavery.

The relatives 
assert that Mrs. Bailey herself shouid 
have named the charities in the will 
In regard to the St. Luke’s Hospital 
and Protestant Orphans’ Home provi- 
sions the same relatives assert tht 
such bequests are void because under 
the charter of these institutions, which 
are incorporated as charitable organiza- 
tions, they are limited as to their en- 
dowment funds. The claim is made that 
the limit had been reached before the 
Bailey bequest was made. This is de- 
nied by both beneficiaries. 

Denies It Makes Profit. 
A further reason set forth for revok- 
ing the St. Luke’s bequest is that, while 
the institution is organized as a char- 
itable institution, it is exceeding its 
power under its charter by transact- 
ing business for profit. The answer of 
St. Luke’s Hospital to this charge is 
that one-fifth of its patients are of ths 
non-paying class, that no dividends are 
declared and that the only salaries paid 
are to its doctors; nurses and other em- 
ployes. All the money earned by the 
hospital is used in its operating ex- 
penses, the answer declares. 
Because of the controversy the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co. as executor of 
Mrs. Bailey’s will, refused to pay the 
bequests and attacked and filed suit 
asking the Court to construe the will. 
The Bailey relatives, who are L. K. 
Kinsey, Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Law, Gar- 
rett S. Cannon, Agnes Cannon, John B. 
Keen and Mary Keen, who are cousins 
of Mrs. Bailey and her nearest rela- 
tives, contend that it should be held 
that Mrs. Bailey died the same as with- 
out a will so far as the charitable, pro- 
visions are concerned and the property 
be distributed among them according to 
law. 


Would Attack Another Bequest. 
The bequest to Archbishop Glennon, 


which is attacked, amounts to about 
$40,000 in personal property, and to St. 
Luke’s and the Orphans’ Home $10,000 
each. Senator William Busby of Car- 
roliton, Mo., who represents the Bailey 
relatives, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that his clients are planning a _ Suit 
by which they hope to set aside another 
provision in Mrs. Bailey's will by. which 
she bequeathed more than $100,000 worth 
of realty to the Archbishop to be dis- 
posed among such charitable institutions 
as he should select.

JUSTICE IN CONTEMPT CASES. 
Unfortunately the State Supreme Court did not 
find in the Nelson contempt case a clear-cut issue 
on which it could define the rights of newspapers 
with regard to criticicm of judges and the powers 
of judges to punish for contempt, newspaper ed- 
#8 bitore who criticise them. 

The Supreme Court found that the article pub- 
lished by Col. Nelson in the Kansas City Star 
was “highly cantemptuous to both the Court and 
the Judge,” but that Judge Guthrie had written 
his opinion previous to the trial of Col. Nelson 
and had given the latter no opportunity to be 
heard in his own defense. Both the editor and 
the judge were condemned and Col. Nelson was 
set free. 

From the fact that the Sunreme Court released 
Col. Nelson solely on account of the manner in 
which Judge Guthrie coniucted the contempt 
hearing, it seems clear that the Court thinks it 
within the power of Judges to punish by contempt 
proceedings for comments which they regard as 
improper, uttered outside of the courtroom or in 
newspapers. In other words, the right and power 
of a Judge to pass as judge and jury on criticisms 
of himself which he regards as offensive appar- 
ently is supported by the Supreme Court. 

The Court has recently tn the Cook and Walsh 
cases laid down broad rules with regard to the 
right of newspapers to comment freely on the 
acts of public officers and on tse character, qual- 
ifications and records cf cardidates for office. 
It has found in the law full liberty for newspapers 
to tell the truth about ae men in office or 
seeking office.

Assuming that newspapers have the right to 
publish facts about judges and to express honest 
opinions oncerning judicial acts, have they not 
a right to trial by an impartial judge and jury? 
How is it possible for an editor charged with of- 
fense to have just judgment on his alleged offense 
before the judge who is offended? Is it right, 
is it just, that the offended public officia) shall be 
the interpreter and judge of the offense? Are 
judges sufficiently human to be offended af harsh 
criticism, but so divine that they can justly judge 
the offense and deal with the offender? 

The Nelson case illustrates the point. -The 
Supreme Court finds that Col. Nelson offended 
Judge Guthrie, but that Judge Guthrie was so 
prejudiced and partial in iis own defense that 
he failed to give justice to the offender. 

The need of reform in contempt proceedings is 
emphasized by this case. The right of newspa- 
pers to comment on judicial acts should be estab- 
lished and definéd and the power of judges to 
reach out and punish those who offend them by 
public criticism should be regulated by specific 
legislation. Judges have the same recou;se for 
public libels that others have. Why should they 
have more?

The death of Alfred Austin, twelfth F) 
succession as poet laureate of England since 
den, calls for kindness as well as justice. He did 
bis best not to discredit his high calling and.in 
one sense at least he did it credit. He wrote no 
line which now needs -to be blotted out because 
of indecency. As Dryden’s successor, he was Dry- 
den’s superior in morals, personal and _ political. 
He never turned his political coat for preferment, 
as Dtyden did. Appointed laureate, as most sup- 
posed, to punish Swinburne, he did his best to 
combine poetry and decency. He succeeded so 
well that in the decency of every line he wrote 
he is entitled to rank among laureates with 
Southey, Wordsworth and Tennyson. Otherwise 
he ‘has “gone over to the majority.” He may 
rank between Henry James Pye and Southey, and 
he may be remembered with Southey when Tate, 
Rowe, Eusden, Cibber, Whitehtad, Warton and 
Pye are remembered only after the list of politi- 
cal laureates is consulted to find their names.

EMANDS of the Household 
Workers’ Association for do- 
mestic servants made by the 

Chicago branch, recently organ- 
ized: 

(1) One day off each week, the 
servant to have Sunday off each 
alternate week. 

(a) This weekly holiday may be 
one whole day off after breakfast, 
alternating each week between 
Sunday and a week day. 


OR 

(b) The holiday to be made up of 
two half days in this manner: 
Sunday afternoon off after 3 p. m. 
and a week day after 1 p. m., or 
Sunday from 9 a m. to 1 
Pp. m. or Sunday evening after 7 
and a week day after 1 p. m. 

(2) The use of passenger ele- 
vators in apartment houses. 

(3) Use of front door for entrance 
for themselves and company, or 
lighted rear halls and stairways. 

(4) No dishes to be left to wash 
after day off. 

(5) Ladies’ maid not to work after 
8 p. m, 

(6) One week’s vacation annually 
with full pay after six months’ 
service. 

(7) Two weeks’ vacation annually 
with full pay after one year’s 
service.

Unless the wives in the homes co-op- 
erate with us in making this a stand- 
ardized trade they will find themselves 
without servants in comparatively a 
few years. 
MISS MARY E. McDOWELL, head 
resident of the University of Chicago 
Settlement in the Stockyards dis- 
trict: A girl chooses factory work 
and like occupations usually because 
her family do not want her to go into 
the domestic service and become « 
menial Girls like to feel that when 
the bell rings or whistle blows they 
have the remaining hours of the day 
to ‘themselves. The family do not like 
for the sister to go into housework 
where there are no limitations and she 
must labor ceaselessly. 
It is curious that the feeding of. a 
family by a cook and the guarding of 
the health by the housegirl is placed so 
low in the social scale. Next to relig- 
ion cooking perhaps has more to do with 
domestic felicity than anything else, 
yet we do not give it the place of honor 
it deserves. 
Housework iieeds training. Every 
girl is not competent te run a house- 
hold. In the factory the chief qualifi- 
cations are obedience and muscle, and 
the work requires only the ability t») 
run a machine or do specialized work 
requiring no training. The housegiv'! 
must be adaptable and versatile. 

This condition must be changed by 
standardizing the work before girls will 
consent to go into the homes. 


MISS EMMA STEGHAGEN, secre- 
tary of the Chicago Women’s Trades 
Union League: Familiarity breeds 
contempt. The housegirl is continually 
required to be in the house at work, 
and her presence becomes so familiar ' 
to members of the home that they haye 
a sort of contempt for her and she is 
regarded as a menial slave. That is 
one reason why girls refuse to go into 
homes to, work. 

Housekeeping requires ability and 
training, and should be recognized 1s 
a profession. The girl should be al- 
lowed to go to her own home at night 
and go to her work daily. Unless she 
has hours to herself she becomes just 
a drudging machine. 

Until the domestic service is system- 
atized, and, through organization, the 
things left out by legislation are ob- 
tainell, women in the home will always 
be wiestling with the servant girl prob- 
lem. 

“MISS MARY HANEY of Chicago: 
The back door its an emblem of slavery. 
Girls demand independence, and demand 
specific hours for entertainment. As 
long as the servant is allowed only to 
receive company or entertainment hy 
way of the back dor and dark hall 
and stairways, she will not consider 
herself free, but looks "jron herself as 
a subservient slave. 

Until the women In the home remedy 
this condition, and regard the servant 
as a human and not as a machine, they 
will never get satisfactory service. 

MISS SARAH EBY, New York: 
Girls take factory work and other la- 
borious occupations because they de- 
mand independence, and will not be 
bossed by another woman who dces nv‘ 
recognize them as a part of humanity. 
The leavings from fancy meals served 
to members of the family will not make 
up for this lost caste. A girl woulfl 
rather eat a crust of bread and have 
specified hours off to satisfy her crav- 
ing for entertainment than to have the 
fashionable left-pver meals cooked up 
in a mansion. 

A girl does not like to be bossed, es- 
pecially by women. Everybody seems 
to be a boss in a household, and the 
servant must take orders from all and 
accept the blame for misunderstood or 
counter gommands.
